COAL PRICES ADYANCING.

Freight Rates Increased and Cols
lieries Are Resuming Work.

“The coul trade I8 in a betetr comli-
tion thun it has been all summer,”
sald a prominent coal operator in talk-
ing to a Bulletin reporter today.
“Many colllerles which have been
working with half thelr force for only
three days In the week are now run-
ning five days and have engaged thelr
full force at full thime each day. If the
demund keeps on Increasing as it has
during the last month, they probably
will work six days.
